Every recent attempt of 


the Alberta government to im 


prove transportation facilities into the area immediately 
north of the province has been blocked by the Dominion gov 
ernment, Hon, W. A. Fallow, minister of public works, charg 
ed in the Legislature Wednesday afternoon, 


“The Dominion government 
has remained blind and insens- 
ible to every overture of this (Al 
berta) government to co-operate 
with us in the improvement of 
any or all means of transporta- 
tion into that area,” Mr. Fallow 
said. “It is generally known by 
all of those who know that the 
Dominion government has a de- 
termined policy of preventing any 
improvement to transportation 
facilities or any development of 
the mineral wealth save and ex- 
cept that which had the blessing 
of the big mining interesfs.” 

The minister rose to speak when 
Bill No. 28 came up for second 
reading in the assembly. The bill 
is designed to validate agreements 
between the governmnt and Oil 
Sands Ltd., under which a $250,000 
pilot extraction plant is to be built 
in the McMurray oil sand area 


BACKS ONE CLAUSE 

Before Mr. Fallow spoke, Elmer 
E. Roper (CCF-Edmonton) said he 
was in accord with one principle of 
the bill, but opposed to a second it 
contained 

One principle involved was the 
development of the oil sands, and 
Mr. Roper expressed complete ac- 
cord with this 

The second principle, according 
to the CCF leader, was the pro 
cedure to be employed in the de 
velopment To this we are op 
posed,” he said 


The government proposes to 
spend $250,000 out of public funds 
to build a pilot plant, Mr. Roper 
stated. If the experiment is a suc- 
cess, the government has agreed 
to sell the pilot plant at cost to 
a private company which has 
shown no disposition to risk any 
of its own money, but which will 
be given a chance to obtain the 
profit from the venture if it is 
successful
